1 ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

BASIS OF PREPARATION OF FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

The full financial statements from which these abbreviated accounts have been 
extracted have been prepared under the historical cost convention and in accordance 
with the Financial Reporting Standard for Smaller Entities (effective January 2005) 

CASH FLOW 

The financial statements do not include a cash flow statement because the company, 
as a small reporting entity, is exempt from the requirement to prepare such a 
statement under the Financial Reporting Standards for Smaller Entities (effective 
January 2005) 

OPERATING LEASES 

Rentals applicable to operating leases where substantially all of the benefits and risks 
of ownership remain with the lessor are charged to the profit and loss account on the 
straight line basis over the lease term 

GOING CONCERN 

The nature of the company’s activities is such that there can be considerable 
unpredictable variation in the timing of cash inflows, in particular, the company is 
dependent on the support of FSET, its other charitable donors and individual 
subscribers In the experience and opinion of the directors, such support will continue 
to be forthcoming for the foreseeable future and, on this basis, they therefore consider 
it appropriate to prepare the accounts on a going concern basis The financial 
statements do not include any adjustments that might arise from a shortfall in

2 TANGIBLE FIXED ASSETS
